Qn August 6th, 1917, a three vear, contract Was made with the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters. Chauffeurs, Stablemen and 
Helpers’ Local 600 and 729, which contraet-will not expire until

Since this contract was signed the team and truck owners. recog 
nizing the increased cost of living, - have made three voluntary increases 
in wages. 

Believing if the necessity of providing a permanent working basis, 
however, it was recently mutually agreed between this Association 
and the Union that the existing contract would be reopened and a 
permancnt one entered into. 

On Thursday, June 11, committees of these organizations met and 
this Association submitted to the Union Committee a proposition rep 
resenting an increase in wages of over 100 per cent as compared with 
those paid in 1917—or a 331% per cent increase over what is now being 
paid, with the maintenance of the existing differentials for the differ 
ent classes of service. 

The Union Committee declined this proposition and demanded a 
further increase, whereupon this Association offered to submit the 
matter to arbitration. The Union Committee representing the em 
ploves declined to arbitrate—and as a result the emploves of nine of 
the transportation companies failed to report for work on Saturdav. 

The demands of the drivers and ehauffeurs in question have 
grown beyond reason and bevond the ability of the ransportation 
companies to pay. 

The earning power of a team or truck ean only be inereased by 
increasing the cost of transportation, and these rates have now been 
increased possibly 50 per cent during the past three years, while, as 
has been previou™y stated, the wages of drivers and chaufferus have 
been increase® far in excess of that amount during the same time.
